In the constellation Hercules then- 
is a compact star cluster well known 
to owners of powerful telescopes as 

one of the most interesting and 

Wonderful phenomena to be found in 
I he heavens. To the naked eve is 
looks like a faint, star. In the tele- 
scope il. appears asa spherical mass of 
stars, with short. Straggling streams. 
also composed of stars, radiating from 
if. Mr. Hersohel oompoied the num- 
ber of stirs in this clustat at not, less 
than fourteen thousand. In the cen- 
ter they appear so compressed that, it 

is impossible to count them. 

Of course every one of the members 
of this starry swarm is a sun, and as 
tronomors- have sometimes piqued 
their imagination by wondering what 
must he the condition oT things pre- 
vailing in such a system of suns, and 
what, results How from the inevitable 
laws of gravitation there. Could in 
habited worlds oxisl in "a jun cluster ? 

A calculation of the probable size 
of the stars in the cluster in Hercules, 
and of l he average d which 

separates one from another has just 
been made in England by. I. E. (lore. 
I Ie concludes that they have an a\e 
rage diameter of 45,000 miles, and 
that the distance from anv star in the 
clusrer to the uoxl '.1.000,000, 

000 miles. 

H the stars in question are only -lo, - 

000 miles in diameter, the surface of 
each possesses an area about one- 
ipiarter as great as that of the planet. 
Jupiter. Their distance apart, as 
calculated by Mr. (lore, is more than 
twenty limes I he present, distance of 
Jupiter from the earth. Just now 
Jupiter slimes brighter than an] 

in our sky. with the exception of 
Venus. 

Hut Jupiter shines only by reflected 
light, while the star suns, 

shine with their own light, which is 
enormously more brilliant, than that 
of a. planet. So if we wish to get an 
;' the amount of light shed by 
one of these clustered suns in llereu 
les. we must, put a. body that shines 
after the manner of the sun in the 
a of Jupiter. 

This. I hen, supposing that the m- 
brilliancy of the stars is the 
same as I lull of the sun, would repre- 
sent the amouni or light, that one of 

1 he stars in the clusier sends to its 

ne\t neighbor. 

Hut, in order to gel a conception of 
i he appearance that such a star would 

at, we must, compare its light 

«ilh that, or the stars ill our s'ky. 
This comparison involves a good deal 
el' uncertainty, owing to the great dif 

ferenoe in tin- various estimates I hat 
have been made of the brightness of 

the si.. impared with the sun or 

moon. Still we can probabl 

enough to the truth for our purpose. 

Take the bright star Sirius, the most 
brilliant fixed star in the heavens. 
\ny on.' who wishes can see il in the 
southern heavens early in the evening 
al this season. Various esfims 
I he light, ol' Sirius have made it. from 

one twenty thousand-millionth up to 

about one live-thonsand-iiiillionth of 

an's light. Suppose we adopt 

the latter figure as being the most 

favorable to Sirius. Then comparing 

••■• ith i he fractious representing 

the lighl of a star is nearly i.,400 tunes 
as large as the light that' Sinus sends 
to US. In Hercules, we should find 
thai its Stars, as seen from a distance 
-'I' 0,tH'(i.OO(i,(HiO miles, their ai

sky. 

Sinus is probably ,".00 tim. 
bright as I he faintest star that the 
naked eye perceives on a clear night. 
Then imagine a star three tin 
much brighter than Sirius as Sirius is 

ter ihan I he smallest Bt&l 
can see, and you will have some no- 
tion of the brilliancy of the stars in 
question as seen from one another. 

Now lei us suppose a world revolv- 
rouud a star situated at the coll- 
ier of the duster.

It is supposed that there would be a 
sort of perpetual day light at the 
center of such a congregation of suns. 
Lot us seo about how bright this lighl 
would be. Of course our Supposi- 
tious planet might receive from the 
sun to which it belonged as brilliant 
a daylight as our sun gives to us, but 
what would be the illumination of its 
nights, or, in other words, of that, side 
of it, which was turned away from its 
sun? Zoliner has estimated the light 
of the snn to be 61S,000 tim 
great as that of the full moon. This, 
upon the estimate of the amount of 
Sirms' light, as compared with tho 
sun's that, we have adpoted, would give 
the moon about S, 000 times as much 
light as Sirius. 

Since each of the stars in the cluster 
has 1,400 times the light of Sims, at 
9,000,000,000 BBilee distance, and 
there area dozen of them within that 
distance of the center, it follows thai 
do/.en stars will shod above 
twice as much light, upon a world in 
the center of .the cluster as the full 
moon sends to ns. And since the light, 
received from a body varies invi 
as the square of Its distance, while the 
number of such bodies arranged in 
the roughly spherical way we have 
supposed would increase 'directly as 
|Uare of their distance from the 
ecnler, it is clear that, the amount of 
light received from the whole cluster 
would bo as many times the amount 
received from the twelve stars nearest 
nter, as the radius of the Cluster 
!s 9,000,000,000 miles. This 
would be about fifteen limes, and so 
the amount of light shed upon the 
center would be fifteen times the 
amount shed from the first twelve 
stars, or about thirty limes the 
amount that the full moon pours upon 
the eeOth. Bill only half the slars of 
the cluster would be' above the horizon 
at once, and so the illumination of 
the night sky on our imaginary world 
would he fifteen times as bright as the 
light of the full moon upon the earth. 
The number of stars Visible to us with 
the unaided eye on a clear night is 
not over o.OOO, and the great majority 
of these are so faint that they require 
some attention to be seen al all. 
How contemptible, then, is the starry 
firmament, presented to us in com- 
parison with the glorious heavens in 
Ibis sun of Hercules, where more 
than twice as many stars as we can sec 

nightly with a radiate 
brilliant that, the faintest of them are 
six times as bright of the gi 
star in our sky. 

Indeed the light of all these asion 
ishingly bright stars diffused in (he 
atmosphere of our imaginary planet 
would be so great as largely to rob the 
individual stars of their ' brilliancy, 
just as the light, of the moon or the 
leotrio lights upon the 
Brooklyn brid i to partially 

elTace the stars in our sky. 

Another elTcci of I ho splendid dis- 
i' stars would be toslmtont, from 
the view of the inhabitants of the 
center of the cluster all the outside 
universe. Inthetlood of light, pour- 
ed from the members of the cluster 
the other stars beyond them would 

be invisible, and the dwellers within 

item would be, so to speak, 
shut up in a universe of their own, 
knowing nothing of the greater uni- 
verse beyond, in which we see their 
cluster floating like a mote in the 
sunbeams. 

It remains to consider briefly what 
would be the condition of things up- 
on a world circling around one of the 
stars at the outer edge of the (duster. 
Here, as a moment's thought shows, 
the appearances presented would be 

very different from those at the center 

of the cluster. Less than half of the 
sky risible from such a planet would 
be occupied by the brilliant stars of 
i he cluster, "while the other half 
would be, so to speak, open to the 
universe outside. The appeara; 
its night, sky would depend upon the 
position of the planet m its orbit, ami 
also niton the situation and inclination 
of (hat orbit, with reference to (he 
clusier. At certain seasons, the in- 
habitants of such a world might have 
a biasing nocturnal spectacle like 

that enjoyed by a world at the center 

of the clusier. or might see half of 
their visible (irmament occupied bv 
iplendid stars, while the oilier 
half was almost a blank by contrast; 
and at other seasons the stars of the 
(duster might, be cntir, 
and they would look off into the same 
starry universe that we behold Or 
the orbit, of the planet m 
situated that the clustered 
we have di 

from only one of its hemisphe 
that (he inhabitants of (he other 
lieiui-plie;, ae fame of this 

great celestial display and d 



behold it, would have to journey half 
around their globe to gratify 
curiosity, us we h, go into the 

southern hemisphere to see' the south- 
ern cross, the Magellanic cloud 
other celebrated sights of the austarl 
sky. 

But, somebody may ask, can in- 
habited worlds exist in such a i 
as that described ': We certainly 
have no reason to think it impossible 
tiiat they should. It is difficult, how- 
to understand just how the 
cluster itself exists. Theoompl 

al tractions prevailing anion., 
members put it beyond the power of 
mathematical analysis to unravel their 
orbital motions, lint, facts are strong- 
er than theories, and our eves assure 
us that the cluster is there. More- 
it is by no means the only phe- 
nomenon of the kind in the heavens. 
There are many star clusters, some as 
compact as this one in Hercules. As 
to the question of life in them, 
perhaps, neither be proved nor dis- 
proved. Hut it is moi ible to 
'he mind, and more is accordance 
with the progress of science, which 
lends continually to establish the 
unity of the physical universe, to be 
heve that, intelligent beings enjoy 
the splendors of these distant capitals 
ol' space, than to think of them as 
barren and tenantless — mere spectral 
lights amid the " Saharasoi creation."

So far from being hypercritical is 
your view of the matter that a strik- 
ing illustration of the offensive nature 
of the term was experienced by myself 
only a short time before the Annals 
came ?to hand.

The subject ol 
his discourse was "Altruism vs. BgO 
ism," mill his text was from I Oorin 
thiniiH 1 : 33 — " Not. seeking mine own 
profit but the profit of muny." In 
opining. Dr. Gallandet said that men 
spend a vast amount of lime in study 
ing /mi's of all sorts — the laws govern 

ing sciences, language, philosophy, 
human government, etc, etc But 
the laws of greatest oonssqasnoe are 

the laws which govern, or ought to 
govern, Immiui conduct. The text of 
the day suggests tho greatest law of all 
the law of holding oneself less than 
DBe's neighbor. 

A man who would be truly and 
efliciently altruistic, must bo discrei t 
ly egoistic to ■ certain degree. Thus 
a young man who would benefit his 
fellow men by entering the ministry 

most spent a great deal of time and 

labor in Improving his intellect and 
developing his own powers, often nt 
I he price of inconvenience and loss to 
Others, before ho can truly assist hie 
fellOW men in bis chosen profession. 

In any line of effort, tho temptation 
to egoism is very strong, when any 
degree of success is attained, and in 
certain eaHcH, the very altruistic spirit 
its .If carries its possessor too far and 
destroys its own power of doing good. 
In every human relation, an effort 
should be made tO be governed by 
thkl spirit ill the family, in society, 
in business and in public life. It is 
pleasant to consider what would be the 
result, Of the prevalence of the allru 
islie spirit among all people. There 
would he no more crime, no more 
poverty, BO more disputes between 
labor and capital ; intemperance 
would cease, social vices would be 

done away with, and Intolerance oi 

religion and politics would be a thing 
of the past — ill short, the milieu mm 
would be here. 

It, may be asked whether the spirit 
of regarding one's neighbor before 
one's self is increasing in tie world. 
The answer is, On the whole, yes. If 
we ask what forces are at work lo pro 
mote it, we must reply that (he only
